v alorem duties, such as are proposed 
in the Democratic tariff bill, are “a 
delusion and a snare,” that the radi­ 
cal tariff rev ision submitted by the 
Democrats is inexcusable and uncalled 
for and that an accounting will come 
for its enactm ent into a law are the 
contentions of the Republican mem­ 
bers of tiie ways and means commit­ 
tee in a minority report presented to 
the house. 
“There is no excuse for the radical 
change in our rev enue system pro­ 
posed by this bill.” says the report, 
signed 
by 
Representativ es 
Payne, 
Fordney, Gardner. Moore, Green and 
Anderson. 
“The 
i>eople 
hav e 
not 
asked It. 
The party proposing it la 
in power, not by the grace of a ma­ 
jority of the American people, but by 
a div ision in the ranks of the majority 
on other questions than that of pro­ 
tection. 
The adm inistration has the 
power to enact this legislation. 
The 
accounting for the abuse of that pow­ 
er will come later.” 
The report contends that the bill 
has caused “intense and widespread 
alarm In business circles." and quotes 
the message of Democratic Gov ernor 
Foes to the Massachusetts legislature 
describing the proposed act as a “non- 
l» roteetlv e tariff for rev enue only, un- 
reeiprocal, 
destructiv e 
downward 
rev enue." 


Eliminates Protectiv e Feature. 
Asserting that the Democratic hill 
“seems to meet with univ ersal ap­ 
prov al on the other side of the At­ 
lantic,” the reqmrt declare« that the 
protectiv e feature has been entirely 
eliminated in the framing of the hill. 
"No one will accuse the Democratic 
committee of seeking making up the 
difference In cost here and abroad, of 
ev en trying to put the Industries here 
on a competitiv e basis with the In­ 
dustries abroad. 
“It is easily apparent that many of 
the duties hav e been placed on articles 
used by our m anufacturers and Im­ 
ported wholly from abroad, na a 'tax 
on m anufactures;’ that many duties 
hav e been lowered so that they are 
much less than the difference in the 
cost of labor at home and abrorgi; 
that many articles now paying v ery 
low rates of duty hav e been put on 
the free list, while tho comparativ e 
cost of production here and abroad is 
such that it will be impossible for 
business to continue without bringing 
down our scale of wages to the lev el 
of the rates paid abroad. 
In many 
cases articles are put on the free list, 
while a protectiv e duty is laid upon 
the material 
umhI In their manufac­ 
ture.” 
Attacking the ad v alorem system 
tho report says It imposes a greater 
tax when prices are high and com­ 
petition not so keen and a lesser tax 
when prices are low and competition 
is keener and much more injurious to

SON SECURES BULK 
OF MORGAN ESTATE 


Last Will ol Financier a Re­ 


markable Document. 


New York. April 21.—”1 commit my 
soul into the hands of my Sav iour in 
full confidence that hav ing redeemed 
it and washed it in His most precious 
blood He will present It faultlessly be­ 
fore the throne of my Heav enly Fath­ 
er; and I entreat my children to main­ 
tain and defend, at all hazards and at 
any coot of personal sacrifice, the 
blessed 
doctrine 
of 
the 
complete 
atonement for sin through the blood 
of Jesus 
Christ, onoe offered, and 
through that alone." 
This is tho extraordinary' and strik­ 
ing utterance which begins the last 
will and testam ent of John IMerpont 
Morgan, who died in Rome, March 31 
last. 
As to the amount of the estate, 
which is one of the first questions the 
public Is naturally asking, there is 
nothing in the will to giv e any accu­ 
rate idea and the executors declare 
that no announcem ent will be made 
on this point until the appraisal has 
been made for determining the state 
inheritance tax. 
Tho amount of bequests and trusts 
named by specific sums, is under $20,- 
000,000, but tho entire residue of tho 
estate is left to J. 1*. Morgan, Jr.. who 
is designated by his father to become 
the chief heir, not only to the fortune, 
but to the father’s many charitable 
and artistic activ ities. 
There are twenty specific bequests 
amounting to $16,.jf>r>,000 of money, 
gi v en outright or in trust 
Besides 
there are bequests to employes of 
the firm of J. 1*. Morgan of New York 
and J. S. Morgan of London, serv ants 
and others, 
Mr. Morgan’s great art collections 
go to his ouly son. J P. Morgan, Jr. 
J. P. Morgan, Jr., gets $3,000,000 out­ 
right and all of the residuary estate. 
His sisters, Mrs. William P. Hamilton 
§ nd Mrs. Herbert L. Hatterlee, each 
feceiv e $3,000,000 in trust to be be­ 
queathed by them to their children. 
The third sister. Miss Anne Tracy 
Morgan, receiv es $3.000,000 in trust 
To the widow, ‘‘my belov ed wife, 
F ram es Ixxiisa Tracy Morgan," Mr. 
Morgan willed the income of a trust 
fund of $1,000,000, the principal to be 
bequeathed by her as she pleases.

Method Would Put Question of Fed­ 
eral Expenditures For Better High­ 
ways Strictly Up to the House—Be­ 
liev ed Most Members Would Support 
tho Project of Appropriations.

H enry proposes that the committee 
on postofllces and post roads shall be 
div ided,

control of purely poetofflce matters 
and a new committee on "post roads” 
creuted, which shall hav e Jurisdiction 
of roads for i>o« t routes such as used 
by the rural deliv ery serv ice. 
If such 
a committee is created it will go a 
long way toward furthering the good 
roads mov ement. 
Good Road* Majority. 
There is little doubt about a majori­ 
ty of the house t>eing In fav or of good 
roads and gov ernment expenditure for 
building nnd maintaining highways. 
The last house so v oted on one ap­ 
propriation bill, nnd it is believ ed that 
the present house Is ev en more deeply 
committed to tho project. 
With a 
committee specially created for the 
purpose of furthering good roads, it is 
quite likely that it will be able to 
bring 
about 
effectiv e 
legislation. 
Friends of good roads are commend­ 
ing Henry for seizing n big chance to 
do something for tho highways of the 
country. 
White Houae Gifts. 
Of course it is Impossible to stop 
White House gifts entirely, although 
President WMson has gone a long way 
toward it 
Presents of v alue nnd hun- 
dr« sls of articles of no v alue whatev er, 
which might be called "Junk." are 
receiv ed nt the White House.

City Attorney Ryan when in te r­ 
viewed this m orning regarding the 
H ate supreme court decision In the 
case of Schwartzkopf and Sheets vs 
the city council of Brainerd, n u d e 
the following statem ent: 
“ I malice 
' it a practice to never discuss m at- 
, ti rs placed w ith me In newspapers or 
otherw ise during the progress of lit­ 
igation, but since this proceeding is 
now at an end I know of no reason 
why I need rem ain silent. 
I have not seen the full text of m e 
supreme co u rt’s opinion, but from tue 
syllabus as published 
in the twin, 
city papers enough is shown to Indi­ 
cate clearly th a t my contention has 
been sustained. 
Thie case 
was a 
very im portant one, not only to toe 
city of Brainerd, but to every city 
in the state because it involved the 
(juest ion w hether or not, a govern­ 
ing body vested with the power to 
remove public officers m ust In the ab ­ 
sence 
of statutory 
requirem ents, 
hear charges form ulated and pre­ 
ferred by private citizens. 
The exact point has never been 
passed on by any American court 
and the few cases to be found In the 


English reports are all old, not very 
clear on 
this point and generally 
w orth little as precedent.
